New York Millionaire Ends Life 
With Gun, 


William Travens Was Separated 
>rom His Wife, Who is a Sis- 
ter of Mrs. W. EK. Vander- 
bilt, Three Years Ago. 

She Lives in Paris. 


New York, September 29.—William R. 


Travers, a millionaire, son of the Wall 
street operator and celebrated wit, Wii- 
liam R. Travers, committed suicide to- 
day by shooting himself through the head 


in his apartments in Madison avenue. 


The suitide is inexplicable, Mr.” Trav- 
ers being in the prime of Hie, in fair] 
health and the possessor of a large for- 
tune. Mr. Travers married Miss Harri- 
man, a sister of Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt, 
Jr. The couple separated three years 
ago, Mrs. Travers going to Paris to live. 

Mr. Travers was an uncle of Mrs. Clar- 
ence Mackay. He had two sisters, Mrs. 
James Wadsworth, of Genesee, N. Y., and 
Mrs. Walter Gay, now living in Paris. 
Since his separation from his wife he had 
lived entirely alone with the care of his 
vaiet, Martin Moon. 

When Mr. Travers rose this morning he 
apeared to be in excellent spirits and 
after breakfast told his valet that he 
would not require his services during the 
day. 

Shortly after noon a maid found Mr. 
Travers lying dead On his bed with a re- 
volver at his side. He had placed the 
muzzle of the weapon in his mouth, 
sending a bullet through his brain. 

He left several letters, all relating to 
business affairs and giving no. clue to the 
cause of the suicide. 


BUSINESS BLOCK IS BURNED. 


Bennettsville Suffers a Loss of One 
Hundred Thousand. 
Bennettsville, S C., September 29.—The 
business block west of the public square 
was consumed by fire tonight, with the 
exception of the Planters’ bank building. 
The fire was started by the explosion of 
a gas brazier in a bicycle shop, and the 
joss will aggregate about $100,000. The 
buildings burned included the most office, 
which was of wood, a large brick build- 
ing occupied by W. P. Breeden, as har- 
ness and buggy store and stalls, and Ex- 
celsior Hardware Company, Wetnrerly dry 
goods store.

Mr. May- 
son made a strong talk, in which he said 
that the .automobilist must be punished 
severely for breaking the law, or there 
would be more people killed. Mr. May- 
gon showed that it had been proven he- 
yond a doubt that Pybus was running as 
fast as the machine could go. He said 
that while he realized Pybus did not 
mean to hurt any one, that he was just 
as guilty as if he had shot the unfortu- 
nate boy to death, as he knew he was 
breaking a law by wild, reckless driving. 

After Mr. Mayson had finished, James 
L. Key made a short speech, in which 
he claimed that Pybus was the victim 
of an overwrought public, who were 
down on automobiling now, since the 
death of Branch Lewis. Mr. Key tried 
to discredit the story that Pybus vas 
running too fast, and endeavored to show 
that it was likely that the boy had heed- 
lessly run into the automobile.

Montreal, September 29.—George F' 
White, United States marshal for the 
southern district of Georgia, and Joseph 
F. Doyle, assistant marshal, arrived hete 
today to take Colonel] Gaynor and Cap- 
tain Greene back to Savannah, Ga., for 
trial, on charges of defrauding tbe 
United States government. 

They brought warrants bearing the sig- 
nature of President Roosevelt, and wll 
remain here nntil the extraditton papers 
arrive from Ottawa.

Comptroller General’s Assessments 
Are Cut Down in Both Cases 
By Boards of Arbitration. 
Southern and Seaboard 
Fare Better Than 
Coast Line. 


Two boards of anrbitraton made their 
reports yesterday to the comptroiler gen- 
era], fixing the ~ Valuations upon whieh 
the Southern railway and the Seaboard 
Air Line will have to pay taxes for 1905. 

As a result of these arbitrations the 
Southern railway will pay taxes on 
$1,464,843 more than in 1904, while the 
increase in the Seaboard’s valuation over 
1904, including the Georgia portion of its 
new line to Birmingham, ie only $470,151. 

While the Southern has secured a re- 
duction in its a®essment of $1,038,000 
and the Seaboard was put down $!,792,- 
000, the Atlantic Coast Line, which was 
the first arbitrated, hag the comptroler 
general's assesement sustained, and must 
pay taxes on over $2,000,000 more than 
in 1904, | 

The total increase in the vabrations of 
these two properties over 1904 is $1,924,- 
994. 

These arbitrations have been long drawn 
out, and the arbitrators held many meet- 
ings before they reached final ocon- 
Clusions. 

In the case of the Southern railway the 
comptroller general's assessment came 
much nearer being sustained than in 
that of the Seaboard. It was almost a 
splitting of the difference in the former 
case, while in the latter, according to 
the state officials most imterested, the 
state really gains nothing. 

Case of the Seaboard. 

The board of arbitrators in the case of 
the Seatoard Afr Line yesterday fixed 
the value of that company’s tangible

HT BY ROADS 


Says They Will Strain Every| 


Possible Point 


Former Senator From New Hamp- 
shire in Letters to Interstate 
Commerce Commission Gives 
Warning that Roads Will 
Resort to Compromise. 


Concord, N. HL, September 29.-In «@ 
series of open letters to Edward A. Mos- 
ley, of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, former Senator William E. Chand- 
ler, of New Hangpshire, defines his atti- 
tude toward the Bsch-Townsend rate 
legisiation bill, to come before congress 
at its next session, and calis to the at- 
tention of the commission some things 
that beset the attempts to pass this bill 
as they appeared to him, 

Mr. Chandler lays great stress upon the 
attitude of the railroad companies and 
says the methods of defeating the meas- 
ures to be put forward next winter will 
be by dangerous amendments or additions 
to the Esech-Townsend bil ‘‘under the 
guise of friendly improvements, but 
really as railroad tricke.’’ 

’ Mr. Chandler says further: 

“You cannot reasonably expect that a 
law can be passed through both houses 
of congress which shall make a reason- 
able transportation rate fixed by the 
commission take effect immediately and 
remain in force untij reversed by the 
court of review, when Mr. Samuel] Spen- 
cer, in behalf of the railroads, has an- 
nounced that they will not permit either 
of two things.” 

Two Things Necessary. 

These two things, Mr. Chandler 
charges, are the giving of power to the 
commission to subsfitute in a particular 
case a rate or price which in their judg- 
ment is just or reasonable in the place 
of one judged by them to be unjust or 
unreasonable and the enactment of 
“statutes which provide that a rate of 
transportation once fixed by any au- 
thority shall remain perpetually in force 
thereefter until changed by commission 
or by court.”’ 

Mr. Chandier further charges that $13,- 
000,000,000 of capital, representing 2/0,- 
000 miles of railroad, are arrayed against 
the president in his attempt to pass rate 
legislation. He afso charges that by fur- 
nishing free transportation the railroads 
will attempt to corrupt legislators, con- 


government. 

Mr. Chandler asserts that lawyers, min- 
isters of the gospel and newspapers are 
especially cared for by the railroads, 
notwithstanding that the system is gross- 
ly illegal and closes his last letter with 
an appeal to the American people to help 
the president.

Pearl & Co., the own- 
ers of the securities, which they had 
deposited as collateral on the previous 
day, thought the rate was 4 1-4, although 
the bank authorities put it down at 
4 1-2 on their books, and this fact tends 
to show, according to the detectives at 
work on the case, that the forger must 
have been in close touch with the loan 
department of the National City Bank. 

Vice President Frank A. Vanuerlip, of 
the National Cty Bank, made a state- 
ment today in which he said the per- 
son who made the forgery knew the 
details of the loan, the firm, the rate 
of interest, and the amount which are 
the elements of interest calculation.

It 
appears that the business men of Wash- 
ington are opposed to their employees 
belonging to a military organization, pre- 
sumably because it occasionally takes 
them away from their work. In this and 
other ways has the company been dis- 
couraged to such an extent, it is stated, 
that there remained nothing for it to do 
but go out of business, as Lieutenant 
Slaton says the circumstances will no 
longer warrant the expenditure neces- 
sary to maintain it.

The letter states that Mr. Brown ten- 
dered a mileage book on the Southwest- 
ern division of the Central, which was 
only sufficient, however, to carry him 
from Macon to Marshaliville. There, he 
states, he made every effort to purchase 
a ticket, but the agent was busy and 
declined to sell it to him. . He again 
boarded the train and tendered the con- 
ductor his fare at 3 cents per mile plus 
15 cents from Marshallville to Smith- 
ville, and this. the conductor declined, 
demanding 4 cents. When Mr. Brown re- 
fused to pay. this amount the conductor 
stopped the train and put him off. The 
next day Mr. Brown again boarded a 
Central train without a ticket and the 
conductor accepted 3 cents a mile in 
cash. The attorneys ask if the railroad 
is entitled to charge 4 cents per mile 
under such circumstances. It seems they 
took the matter up first with the rail- 
road’s attorneys, who replied that the 
road was not lable. 

The railroad cOmmission. has sent 
Twiggs & Oliver a copy of the commis- 
sion’s rule on this subject which provides 
that in the event a passenger does not 
provide himself with a railroad ticket, 
and does not exercise reasonable dili- 
gence in the effort to secure a ticket, the 
railroad company may charge ! cent a 
mile in addition to the regular fare. The 
question in The case, therefore, will turn 
upon whether or not Mr, Brown exer- 
cised reasonable diligence Im his effort to 
secure a ticket from the @gent at Mar- 
shallville. 


Crime Was Atrocious. 

Upen urgent request of some 200 to 300 
citizens of Wayne county, whose names 
were sizned to a petition which reached 
Governor Terrel] yesterday, the governor 
offered rewards of $200 each for the ap- 
prehension of J. R. Kennedy and Mabry 
Geiger, two white men, who are wanted 
in that county on the charge of criminal 
assault and assault with intent to mur- 
der.

Keene, 
went to her assistance, the two men 
attacked and endeavored to kill them. 
They made their escape and are still at 
large.

Declined To Grant Charter. 

Secretary of State Phil Cook declined 
to grant a charter to the Merehants and 
Farmers’ bank of Hazlehurst yesterday 
because it declared its location to be in 
Jeff Davis county, one of the new 
counties récently created by the legisla- 
ture. The charter was. declined on the 
ground that Jeff Davis county has not 
yet been formally and officially €stablish- 
ed, because no county officers have been 
elected. 

The law requires that an agplication for 
a bank charter must be advertised in the 
official organ of the county in which the 
sheriff's advertisements are published. 
But, as the county hag no gheriff as yet, 
it has no official organ, therefore the 
Publication for a bank to be located in 
Jeff Davis county could not be legally 
made. The charter cannot be granted as 
asked until after the sheriff of the new 
county has designated an organ and pe 
lication is made therein. 


Lower Rates Asked,

Henry A. Smith, special agent of the 
United States government, empowered to ° 
employ for the HO i thousands of 
skilled workmen for werk on the Pana- 
ma canal, hag reached Atlanta and is 
ready to open an office. 

M%. Smith has nothing to do with the 
employment of mén for whom a civil 
Service examination is necessary. WNat 
he wants and has been selected by the 
United States government to obtain are 
skilled workers in other lines, carpenters, 
vricklayers, boilermakers, masons, me- 
chanics and the like. He aiso offers-posi- 
tions to a number of trained women 
nurses, * 

There is nothing small about Mr. 
Smith's powers in the line of making con- 
tracts with workmen. He stands ready to 
offer new homes and new occupations to 
three or four hundred Atlanta worers 
and to give them most reasonable com- 
pensation for,.their work. 

Mr. Smith wih establish his office at 
the Aragon hotel, where he will see all 
who are anxious to obtain new situa- 
tions. He has not announced all his 
wants or the salaries offered to the men 
going to Panama, but the terms will be 
above the average for such labor. 

Oarpenters in the south, according to 
Mr. Smith, average something like $2.50 
a day. If they care to go to Panama 
and live there awhile working for Uncle 
Sam they-will receive 56 cents an hour 
for their work, or on an eigho-hour day 
something like $4.50 a day. 


Fare to Port of Sailing. 

The total expenses to the seekers for 
work wil] be small. They will be required 
to pay their passage to the port from 
which they sail for Panama. New York 
and New Orleans” are the two points 
chosen. Any One desiring work will be 
obliged to pay railroad fare to one of 
these two points. There they will be 
taken in charge by the United States 
government and ffie trip from the port 
to Panama will be made at the expense 
of Uncle Sam. 

There will be no delay in transporta- 
tion: As soon as an applicant has seen 
Mr. Smith and arranged terms with him 
he will be empowered to go on to New 
York or New Orleans and take steamer 
for Panama, 

No examination will stand fn the way 
of the workmen. All that is needed and 
all that will be asked is ag to the ability 
of a man to do the work he applies for. 

When the men arrive in Panama quar- 
ters wili be provided for them by the

the payment of their board, which will | 
range from $20 to*$30 a month. It cannot 
go over $30, as the government has a 
contract making this the limit. If the 
men care to get together and have a pri- 
vate mess they can still further reduce 
this expense. F 
15,000 Men Are Needed. 

The United States government has need 
of between 15,000 and 20,000 men. On 
account of the fact that the climate in 
the south is so\much nearer like that of 
Panama than in\any other part of the 
country Southern workmen will be given 
the preference.
